any ſacred Ordinance of God the more will God 
grace and honourthe ſame, 

The truth of this appearesin no one thing more, 
then in this matter of Mariage. Itis wonderfull to 
| conlider, how the Diuell hath euer laboured to 
diſgrace and put it out of countenance: How he 
hath made the day of ones Mariage, as ignomini- 
ous and reprochtull, as if it were the day of ones 
publique penance or execution; what laughing and 
ſcofhng,whar flearing,jering,and nodding the head 
is there, not onely of ſuchasare yet nals but of * 
thoſe thatare themſelnes maried perſons ; notonly 
of profane ſwaggerers, and thoſe of the damned 
crue (as theyare called) but of thoſe (many times) 
that haue the repuration of Ciuill honeſt men, yea 
of Profeſſors of Religion. In! ſo much,as if thoſe 
thatareto beknitrogitherin this ſacred bond, were 
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" to meaſure their eſtate by the mindes, words, and 


ordinarie behautours ot the SpeCtators, yea many 


times of thoſe, who ſeeme io honor the Solemnirie 
with their preſence and atrendance: It were better 
for them to ſtand as long in a white {heer, or ro be 
catted thorow the ftreers,then to preſent themſelues 
into the Congregation to knit this holy and invio- 
lable knot. For in that calc lightly you ſhould haue 
none but vnhappy boyes, and ſuch perſons as are 
naught themſelues,to make lignes of diſgrace;good 
mindes vſe to pitie them that are ſo publikely 
(though deſeruedly) diſgraced. Bur here, for the 
moſt part, all, good and bad, old and young, fet 
themlelues, though not with their hands, yet with 
their hearts,countenances, and words, to caſt durt 
'and puddle: water in the faces of thoſe that are to 
enter into this Calling, as if they were to enter into 
a Calling moſt ſinful], and ſhametfulLand moſt odi- 
ous and vile both in the eyes of Godand man. 

T his is indeeda hellith and damnabte iniquitie ; 
but behoid yet a greater iniquitie then this : Sathan 
hath ſo wonen his owne impuritie, with the pure 
Ordinance of God,that a Mariage,isaccounted no 
Mariage, if it be not ſolemnized with beaftly and 

profane Songs,Sonnets, ljggs, indited by ſome hel- 


lith Spirit, and chaunted by thoſe,that are the pub- 


lique -incendiaries of allfilthy luſts z and'theſe are 
ordinarily made in the fcorne and derifton. of this 
Holy Eſtate, to delight and ſolace the Gueſts with- 
all. But indeed they tend to no other end, bnt:ro 


deſpite: and! diſgrace this. worthy - Ordinance of 


God , and to make it ſceme in the-eyes of men, 
nothing 
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nothing elſe but'a matter of obſceneneſſe and fil= 
thineile.-So thatif God himſelte hadnor hada ſpe« 
ciall care, to vphold;tograce'and countenance this 
Eſtare, by how much more” Sathan taboureth to 
make ic odious and vile; alithe:world long before 
this,had bin a very Stewezand Brothel-houſe.

- much the moreto. be wondred at, that the: Diuell 
can makethat ſo (hametull, which. is ſo common. 
Itis not ſo in finnes, norit would not be fo inchis,if 
it were not a ſpeciall diuine Ordinance. ! { 

This ſhould incourage' vs; with-all lacs and 
confident Spirits, ro ſabmir our ſelues to any of 
Gods Ordinances, and with ſo-much the greater 
courage and heart;b ew by how muchthe more nerong 
ptible; &- deſpiſed, they ſhallappeareto be amoriglt 
men.:For the more makes Gow do deſpite Gods 
Ordinances, the more will God honour the ſame, 
and thoſe that withhoneft hearts ſhall vadergo'the 
fame.

Virginitiez though its moſt probable, that the Pa- 
piſts would not have ſhewed themſelues ſo for- 
ward for it, if they ſhould haue perceived that 
Chriſt had bin ſuch a frend vntoit. 

Note thirdly from hence,that Chriſt Teſus is no 
enemieto honeſt mirth & delight, at ſuch meetings 
and ſolemnities as this, but hath by his owne pre- 
ſence and precedent approued it. Though we doe 
not read in the Scripture, that Chriſt euer laughed, 
yet we neede not thinke that he was ſo rigide and 
auſtere, that he could-indure no mirth and delight;
